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On the Easiest Way to Buy a Race Horse 


BOUT ten years ago we asked one of our trainer 
A friends, fresh in from Chicago or Detroit or some- 
where, whether he planned to buy some _ yearlings. 

“Me?” he said. “Why should I buy yearlings? I’ve 


got a better system than that. <A lot of other fellows . 


will come down here and. buy yearlings. They'll pay for 
the breaking and training, and then they’ll bring them 
to the race track, and I'll pick out the ones I want and 
claim them. ‘They can keep the no-good ones and the 
stakes winners—if there happen to be any stakes winners.” 

This was not said with a villainous leer, for the 
speaker was no villain. He was one of the best known 
and most respected of the old-timers of American racing. 
He had simply learned, through long experience, the 
easiest and cheapest way to collect a stable of winning 
horses. If they were going to have so many claiming 
races, he might as well take advantage of it. 

‘Taking advantage of the same privilege were a good 
many characters, some of whom needed bodyguards. 

On the losing end were the breeders, who were sell- 
ing in competition with a much easier market, and the 
owners who bought yearlings, developed them at great 
expense, and then lost the best ones. ‘The no-account 
ones they were left with usually had good appetites. 


In the middle 1930's this advantage of the claiming 
stable had become so pronounced that the newly organ- 
ized American ‘Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
appointed a committee to study the problem. The 
committee came up with a suggested rule. The rule 
specified that a claimed horse, for a period of 30 days 
after the claim was made, could not be started unless 
entered for a price at least 25 per cent higher than the 
price at which he had been claimed, 

The rule seemed good to the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, and in a short while was 
accepted in most racing states. It furnished horsemen 
the satisfaction that the trainer of the claimed horse 
would at least have to do his own training, instead of 
capitalizing so easily upon the preparation already given 
the horse. 

For a regulation of this sort, the 25 per cent rule had 
a remarkably long life. It was not until 1948 that one 
of the major racing states made a material alteration. 
Now, within a matter of a few months, Florida and New 
York have decided that the 25 per cent rule shall apply 
only to a horse which won the race in which he was 
claimed. This is an almost complete abrogation, since 


the winner is the horse most likely to move naturally 
into higher competition. 

The change, no doubt, was arrived at by considering 
the disadvantages of the old rule. It is easy to be aware 
of disadvantages present, and to forget those of the past 
and future. We have had a long accumulation of argu- 
ment by those who do the claiming. If a horse is beaten, 
they say, what’s the sense of running him against still 
better horses? (The principal idea in the rule was, of 
course, that the new owner would virtually sacrifice the 
usefulness of the claimed horse for a month.) They 
have probably managed to convince the authorities by 
now that it’s “bad for the public,” which frequently gets 
the chance to lose its money on a horse running for 25 
per cent more than the price at which it was beaten. 
And, the claimers will add, if you don’t run him, there 
he is, taking up stall space—a powerful argument when 
addressed to a race track. 

Other states will be watching how the new rule 
works out, and if no immediate howl is heard, some of 
them presumably will fall in line. ‘They may see no 
other effect than a slight fall in yearling prices—and 
this can always be attributed to something else. We 
hope the racing commissioners elsewhere will be in no 
hurry to undo the 25 per cent rule. It did too good a 
job to be thrown away in a matter of months. 

Essentially, of course, the main difficulty is not in 
the rules applying to claiming, but in the number and 
proportion of claiming races. American racing, and 
more especially American breeding, would be far better 
off if definite, reasonable limits could be put upon the 
number of claiming races allowable in a day of racing. 

But any racing secretary can write, in three minutes, 
the conditions for a claiming race, and be fairly confi- 
dent that enough entries will appear. It makes a bit 
more record-keeping, study, ingenuity, and sense of 
responsibility to write satisfactory conditions for a 
non-claiming race. We have followed down the easy 
course so long that, even at our best tracks, the claiming 
race is essentially the foundation of the daily programs. 
We have become so habituated to its easy use that we 
can think in no other context, If someone were to pro- 
pose a rule that claiming races be limited to a given 
percentage of a track’s races, the proposal would be 
hooted down. 

We shall have to wait for the years to demonstrate 
again the depressing effect of too much dependence upon 
the claiming race.

Fairy Manhurst’s Popularity; 
Testing the Bettors’ Stamina 


Where Gaffery will wind up among the 
3-year-old fillies this year is still in the 
womb of time. though the $45.400 she 
won in the Santa Susana Stakes on Feb- 
ruary 22 made her year a success, what- 
ever else she does. But she has focused 
considerable attention on her sire, Fairy 
Manhurst. which was in some danger of 
being forgotten until Gaffery appeared 
last year. 


She was one of his first crop, which 
consisted of two fillies. The second crop. 
now 2-year-olds. was about equally small, 
as was the third, foals of 1948. But Gaf- 
fery’s habit of skipping off with Selima 
Stakes and the like caused Virginia breed- 
ers to form a pile, rather than a line, 
and he will get 20 mares this year, and 
could have had a dozen more if his owner. 
William du Pont, had been willing. 


A visit to Mr. du Pont’s Walnut Hall 
farm, near Boyce. Va.. disclosed that 
Fairy Manhurst has grown into a remark- 
ably handsome stallion. “Looke more like 
Man o’ War than any of his other sons,” 
a man remarked. 


This department demurred, remember- 
ing Crusader. but the resemblance is 
strong. Fairy Manhurst is built to a 
somewhat smaller mould—he’s of at least 
average size, but he has no such com- 
manding stature as his sire—but his lines 
are about the same, and the likeness is 
particularly strong about the head, Fairy 
Manhurst having the same broad forehead 
and the intelligent, luminous eyes. Though 
he is inbred to Fair Play, he has an excel- 
lent disposition, in fact, I was assured, a 
really gentle disposition. 


He shares a stallion barn with Hamp- 
den, a good honest sort of racer of a few 
seasons ago. Hampden is a son of *Helio- 
polis, and some sort of relative to Fairy 
Manhurst, because Etoile Filante, his 
granddam, is the third dam of the other 
horse. The southern style of reckoning 
this would be first cousins, once removed. 


I remembezed Hampden as a small 
horse, but he has grown a bit. He shows 
some of the quality of his maternal grand- 
sire, *Bull Dog, and I think he will make 
a good-looking stallion, and maybe a good 
one. Right now he’s at that half-way 
stage, having filled out too much to look 
like a race horse, and not enough to look 
like a full developed stallion.

The other two stallions at Walnut Hall 
are the Santa Anita Handicap winner 
Rosemont. and the aging Messengers. I 
had taken it for granted that the latter, 
a son of Fair Play, was dead. because he 
was foaled in 1920, but he isn’t. There 
wasn’t time to look at him, or Rosemont 
either, but the latter has had out enough 
horses that it doesn’t matter any longer 
what he looks like—it’s just how they 
run.

After a very good season at four, when 
he won the Balboa, San Francisco, and 
Sunset Handicaps and the Hollywood 
Gold Cup, Zack T. Addington’s Cover 
Up began to have trouble with his wind. 
At five he started a dozen times, won 
only once.

numbers. What I considered the best 
3-year-olds in Florida, Olympia and Re- 
veille, got in a day apart last week. Pre- 
sumably their rivalry will be renewed in 
the Wood Memorial, for I can’t imagine 
Ivan Parke sending Olympia into the Ex- 
perimental Handicaps under 120 pounds, 
while Reveille is getting in with 108. I 
might quite easily be wrong in thinking 
Reveille the better horse, but I don’t think 
I’m 12 pounds wrong. 

In the main, the topweights in the Ex- 
perimental have kept their reputations by 


doing nothing during the winter, though 
Olympia increased his and Ocean Drive, 
rated a pound over him last December, 
has slipped considerably in public estima- 
tion. 


Wine List, fairly well up with 116 
pounds, hasn’t raced officially this year, 
but he won one of the Aiken trials by 
lengths last week. He won both of his 
starts, early last year, and then got to 
coughing. If you’ve forgotten, he’s a 
Questionnaire colt and belongs to Green- 
tree. Along with Capot he gives Green- 
tree no bad hand among the 3-year-olds, 
and he may be a starter in the Experi- 
mentals, 


OPENER. The daily double, which is 
as hard to let alone as it is to eat one 
peanut, is virtually the feature of the 
New York opening this year. My own 
objection, as I may have said before, isn’t 
to the betting itself, but to the fact that 
when a track has a daily double, nobody 
on it is quite sane until the second race 
is over. If you don’t have a ticket your- 
self, it’s a good deal like being sober in 
a saloon late in the evening—you feel 
lonesome. 


This, with the eighth race, gives Ja- 
maica two more daily pools than it had 
last year, and this ought to be remem- 
bered when the handle is compared with 
last season’s. It is also going to be in- 
teresting to see how this affects the play 
over the season. 


My own guess is that it will raise the 
betting materially during the early months 
of the season, and that there will be a 
corresponding letdown at the end. In 
other words, there’s about so much milk. 
As far as floating attendance goes—peo- 
ple in town to see a few days of racing— 
the extra pools will help, of course, but 
New York racing depends largely on its 
regulars, a determined little band which 
charges the totalisator in a way to make 
you forget the Light Brigade at Bala- 
clava. Nine charges a day are going to 
weaken them, I’m afraid. 


NEW COMPANY

organized last week to make a medicinal 
preparation from a formula originated by 
Dr. W. W. Dimock for use in aiding the 
elimination and destruction of strongy- 
les in horses. This formula and its use 
against strongyles (bloodworms) was de- 
scribed by Dr. Dimock in an article in the 
March issue of Veterinary Medicine. Or- 
ganizers of the new company are Robert 
Jewell, of Wilmore, Ky., and Dr. E. W.

Valdina Gay, dam of Grand Entry, formerly 
was owned by the late Emerson F. Woodward. The 
breeding stock at his Valdina Farms, in Texas, 
was bought by Henry H. Knight early in 1944, 
in a deal involving 149 Thoroughbreds. Mr. 
Woodward had been killed in a grade crossing 
accident in Texas. Mr. Helis bought from Mr. 
Knight the horses *Rounders, *Valdina Zenith 
(later named *Olympic Zenith), and others, in- 
eluding broodmares. 

The Louisiana Handicap winner is the sixth 
stakes winner for his sire, Grand Slam, which 
stands at Mr. Kright’s Almahurst Farm, in Central 
Kentucky, and is the first for him this year.

The Practice of 
Impregnating 


Last spring a discussion was carried 
on through THe columns 
regarding the advisability of artificially 
impregnating mares after a_ natural 
cover by a stallion. (April 3, page 
18; April 17, page 137; April 24, page 
194; May 8, page 291.) The opinion of 
the Messrs. Ebelhardt, Kenney, Hewitt, 
and an unsigned commentator was 3 to 1 
against impregnation unless special cir- 
cumstances made it necessary. 

In the following article, a delayed re- 
action to last year’s controversy, Dr. C. 
R. Richards also votes against the prac- 
tice. Dr. Richards is well known in east- 
ern horse circles through his association 
with Sagamore Farm, the Hanover Shoe 
Farm, and his general practice of veter- 
inary medicine. 


A few years ago the stewards of The 
Jockey Club passed a resolution for- 
bidding the impregnation of mares, except 
where such impregnation was used to 
reinforce a natural cover, and only im- 
mediately following such cover or service 
of the stallion. 

This served to open up a new field of 
practise for the veterinarians and they— 
the majority of them being good business- 
men—were quick to visualize and grasp 
the opening for a large and lucrative 
field of work. At the present time it has 
become almost an accepted rule on most 
breeding farms to have a_ veterinarian 
present so that after each and every cover 
of the stallion the mare is then impreg- 
nated, using for the purpose a specially 
designed syringe or capsule. 

That this procedure is and has been 
carried to the extreme there can be no 
question, and in many cases instead of 
assisting conception, it has tended to 
retard or prevent same. Consequently, we 
have a large number of mares that are 
carried over as barren that might other- 
wise have conceived except for this un- 
necessary interference. 

Having had your mares examined and 
their reproductive organs found normal 
by manual examination and free from 
bacterial infection as determined by lab- 
oratory tests, and the mares otherwise in 
good physical health, I think it advis- 
able then to leave the mare alone and 
from then on the less interference by the 
veterinarian or superintendent, the more 
favorable are the chances for concep- 
tion. 
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H. J. Andrews’ stable was increased at this 


when her mare Hashcamp had a filly foal by *Zorawar. 
Hashcamp had worked four furlongs in :51. 


Day before she foaled, 
Investigation disclosed that she had 


been bred to “Zorawar by mistake in 1948 for another mare owned by Mrs. Andrews. 


In many cases the mare goes barren, 
not from any fault of the mare, but due 
directly to the stallion. I am of the opin- 
ion it is the stallion, not the mare, that 
requires watching, as the season _pro- 
gresses, and in doing so you are apt to 
find that the fault lies with the stallion, 
not the mare. 

No matter how adept you may consider 
yourself in being able to determine a com- 
pleted service on the part of the stallion, 
unless you rely on your microscope to 
examine the ejaculated fluid, in many 
cases you are more likely to be fooled 
and the mare put away only to be re- 
turned at a later date, or as this hap- 
pens, as it frequently does at the end 
of the breeding season, she carries over 
as a barren mare. 


It is surprising, in the course of the 
breeding season, how many times this will 
occur, and as previously mentioned it can 
only be determined by the aid of the 
microscope. It is not sufficient to ex- 
amine the semen of the stallion once 
every ten days or two weeks during the 
season if you expect a large percentage 
of settled mares. 

Experience has taught me the less inter- 
ference with the mare after she has been 
pronounced healthy and clean and in 
breeding condition, and the more atten- 
tion paid to the stallion, and the act left 


to the stallion and the mare, the more 
likely we are to find a larger percentage 
of mares settled, and in doing so not find 
it necessary to ask The Jockey Club to 
change the rule as it now stands of call- 
ing foals yearlings on the first day of 
January. 

To me, the impregnation of every mare 
as it is now practised is about as prac- 
tical as was the harnessing of the basket 
to the buttocks of a horse to catch all 
feces to eradicate parasitic infection. 

For five years previous to this year I 
acted as superintendent on one of the 
largest breeding establishments in Amer- 
ica, where we bred between two and three 
hundred mares yearly. Not once during 
those five years did I resort to impreg- 
nation, and at the end of each season we 
had a very satisfactory number of mares 
in foal. 

I hope this article may influence others 
to record their observations and experi- 
ence through this magazine in the hope 
that it may prove of benefit to all of us 
interested in breeding problems.

Murano and Garbosa Bruleur 
Win Some of the Early Races 


Rio De JANEIRO 


There are no important races in Ar- 
gentina in the early part of the year. The 
principal Argentine tracks—Palermo, San 
Isidro, and La Plata—stage only sec- 
ondary handicaps in January and Febru- 
ary. Meanwhile, Brazilian and Uruguayan 
racing go on strongly, with stakes and 
top horses in action. 


In Uruguay, the Maronas summer sea- 
son is offered from January through 
February, with several stakes, many of 
them handicaps. Two of these races, how- 
ever, merit more than a fast glance. They 
are the big international weight-for-age 
stakes, the Gran Premio Jose Pedro Ra- 
mirez, and the Gran Premio Municipal, 
the former opening the summer series 
and the latter closing it. 

The Gran Premio Jose Pedro Ramirez 
was run in January, with a top-class field 
of Argentine and Uruguayan contenders. 
That fine Brazilian-bred mare, Garbosa 
Bruleur, who had a very unlucky race 
in Argentina for the Carlos Pellegrini, 
when she was left at the post, and later 
bumped against the rail, was to fly South- 
ward again for the Uruguayan race, but 
her owner, Jose Buarque de Macedo, de- 
cided at the last minute not to send her, 
in order that she could compete for three 
important races in Brazil. 

In the field for the Gran Premio Jose 
Pedro Ramirez, the favorite was that good 
Argentine 4-year-old, Murano, owned 
by the White Post Stable (Mr. Charley 
Lund), whose 1948 campaign was a very 
brilliant one in his native country. He 
had been second to the older champion 
Academico in the Carlos Pellegrini, at 
San Isidro, and later had won the Clasico 
Comparacion in a smart fashion. 

The big Uruguayan race finished with 
a complete victory for Argentine breed- 
ers, since all four placed horses had gone 
irom Buenos Aires for the race. Under 
Juan P. Artigas’ expert handling, Murano 
won easily, by two lengths, without much 
opposition, from the Argentine 3-year- 
ald Quetzalcoatl, which had won the 1948 
renewal of the Argentine Polla de Potril- 
los. Third, another two lengths back, was 
Nogoya. with Desplante (winner of some 
important weight-for-age races in Argen- 
tina last year) in fourth place. The time 
for the 3.000 metres (17% miles) 
3:07 35, not very good. 


was 


However, Murano won easily. without 
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being fully extended. He is one of the last 
crop of great Congreve, the same crop 
of that fine but now unsound colt Uranio. 
who was the winner of the 1948 renewal 
of the Jose Pedro Ramirez. Murano is 
Argentine-bred, North American-owned, 
and Charley Lund doesn’t know up to 
now what will be his future campaign.

GARBOSA BRULEUR. Brazil’s main 
track, Gavea, offers no stakes in January 
and February. However, the other big 
course, Cidade Jardim, at Sao Paulo, be- 
gins then its series of important races 
of the year. The month of January in 
Brazil was thus sensational at Cidade 
Jardim only, but there were plenty of 
happenings to provoke national and in- 
ternational interest. 


The star of the month—an old star of 
Brazilian racing—was the fine Jose Buar- 
que de Macedo’s mare, Garbosa Bruleur, 
undoubtedly one of the gamest race mares 
I have ever seen. She is very classy, has 
won top races, in record times, from five 
furlongs up te 17% miles, always against 
top opposition. But, beyond her high class 
and her wonderful and beautiful appear- 
ance, there is one thing I am amazed at: 
she has never had the slightest trouble 
with her legs. Never unsound, she is 
running since a 2-year-old, and she is 
now a 5-year-old, although her looks 
appear to be of a 3-year-old filly, always 
jumping, with a lovely action. 


But let’s have a glance on the races. 
January brought two important stakes at 
Cidade Jardim, along with other minor 
ones. The 1949 season began with the 
Grande Premio Presidente do Jockey 
Club, over 1.609 metres (one mile), on 
January 2. That is the championship mile 
race at Cidade Jardim, and the field in- 


cluded all the best milers in Brazil. There 


*Mafosta, shown with his owners Mr. and Mrs. F. Ronald Graham of Vancouver, 
B. C., equaled a world record for six furlongs in 1:09 1/5. He stands at H. N. 
Isenberg’s Iron Mountain Ranch near Riverside, Calif. “Mafosta is by Fair Trial. 
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were 14 starters, and in the final stretch 
Paula Machado’s Irapuru was leading, 
when Garbosa Bruleur came with her 
well known rush, beat him, and won, go- 
ing away, by a length and a half, under 
Luiz Rigoni’s riding. Rigoni was the 1948 
leading jockey in Brazil and has been her 
jockey since her debut, with the only ex- 
ception of a _ period from September 
through December, 1948. Second was Ira- 
puru, a nose in front of fast closing Cid, 
with Clarao fourth. In the beaten field 
were the top milers Holkar and Erebus. 
Time, 1:3714, very good for the track. 

On January 30, Cidade Jardim staged 
the Grande Premio 25 de Janeiro, over 
2,000 metres (114 miles), for 3-year- 
olds and upward, fillies and mares. A 
field of nine started. The odds-on favorite 
was Garbosa Bruleur, who had been the 
winner of the 1948 renewal of the race. 
She had, however, a very hard race from 
the start, being bumped and blocked up 
to the last moment. In the stretch, she 
attacked strongly the leader, Herencia, 
and was gaining fast on her when her 
rival swerved to the right, thus bumping 
the favorite again. At the finish it was 
Herencia in front by a half-length, but 
the stewards accepted Luiz Rigoni’s claim 
of foul, and gave the victory to Garbosa 
Bruleur, which was giving ten pounds 
to the 3-year-old filly. Third was the 
English-bred mare Kathleen Lavinia, far 
back. The time for the race was 2:03, a 
good one. 


Garbosa Bruleur was not to have 
things easy at Cidade Jardim. On Febru-

2,000-metre (114 miles) Grande Premio 
Governador do Estado, for 3-year-olds and 
up, against good horses, in a field of 
eleven. She was again favorite. Cid the 
second choice. The pacemaker was Ira- 
puru, but when they entered into the 
stretch, Clarao took the lead strongly. 
Then, Garbosa Bruleur began her rush 
by the inside rail, was gaining on the 
leader at every stride, but they passed 
the winning post together. It was neces- 
sary to look at the photo to decide that 
Garbosa Bruleur had won by the shortest 
of the noses. Third, with a long rush, 
finished Guaraz, another good 4-year-old, 
like Clarao. Fourth was Cid. Time, 2:03 

Garbosa Bruleur, whose pedigree I 
have given to THE Bioop-HorseE readers 
many times before. is a daughter of 
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Tintoretto (by Solario), out of Lolita. 
a daughter of *Ksar. She is a scion 
of top English and French lines and 
families. Her next outing was to be for 
the 1%-mile Grande Premio Sao Paulo, 
when she was to meet again the cham- 
pion horse of Brazilian racing, Paula 
Machado’s Heliaco, whom she beat in 
the 1948 renewal of the race. Will she 
be able to repeat? 


In the 114-mile Classico Piratininga, 
run at Cidade Jardim on January 23. 
that good 4-year-old horse Clarao won a 
good victory over Goleiro, by three 
lengths, while Guaraz finished third, an- 
other half-length back, in front of Ira- 
puru, the fourth horse. The winner, a son 
of the good sire Caaimbe, after that race, 
clashed with Garbosa Bruleur in the 
above-mentioned stakes. 


Tie Score, which holds the world record (:422/5) for four furlongs, recently ha 
her first foal. It is a filly by Nedayr. The 8-year-old daughter of Moral Victory 
—Betty T., by Runnymede, is owned by Don Carlos Gomez (in the background). 


Previously, on January 16, the Classico 
Imprensa, over 2,000 metres (114 miles), 
for 3-year-olds, had been won easily by 
that fine colt, Paula Machado’s Jahu, 
who won in a canter by three lengths 
from another four. Jahu is another top 
son of the great sire Santarem, by the 


North-American-bred Novelty. 


The good 3-year-old filly Herencia, by 
Sargento out of Caama, thus a full sis- 
ter to the useful Guaraz, when free of 
Garbosa Bruleur conquered easily, on 
February 13, the 714-furlong Classico 
Jockey Club de Campinas. from her 
stablemate Harpia, and four other 3- 
year-olds. Later she was sent to Gavea, 
to wait for the beginning of Rio’s stakes 
season.

Sunshine Park: 
Its Struggles 


On January 26 of this year, at Sun- 
shine Park, the third phase of the cur- 
rent campaign of investors’ dollars versus 
the West Coast Floridian’s indifference to 
Thoroughbred horse racing was opened. 

Forty racing days later, the contest end- 
ed in a draw, with perhaps a shade in 
favor of the track’s tenacious promoters. 
Despite a considerable drop in attendance, 
the wagering had gone up a small but 
appreciable percentage, thus establishing 
that there is now a hard core of bettors 
upon which the track can count in the 
future. In any case, in what threatens to 
be a year of dwindling mutuel handles. 
even the 1.7 per cent rise at the Tampa 
track is not to be belittled. 

Though the present organization staged 
its first meeting in 1947, the Turf is not 
new to Tampa. As far back as 1910 
there was a race track in operation at 
neighboring Ybor City, then something of 
a Florida Barbary Coast. The sport was 
of the county fair type, and handbooks 
dominated the scene. 

Tampa Downs itself. some 17 miles 
from the city, was built in 1925, the year 
that Hialeah Park opened. Thus it ante- 
dates Tropical Park by a few years and 
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The Army drove out the rattlesna 
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kes, and Thoroughbreds moved into Sun 


Gulfstream by 13. It has since been re- 
named Sunshine Park, somewhat optimis- 
tically in view of the weather that pre- 
vailed during the 1947 inaugural meeting. 

A horse named Torcher won the very 
first running of the Florida Derby over 
this course. The same event, now known 
as the Flamingo Stakes, was won by Cita- 
tion in 1948 and Olympia in 1949. Torch- 
er still holds one record: his purse of 
$4,450 is still the richest to be offered 
on the West Coast. 


There were three meetings before 1940, 
each shortened by a lack of cash, custom- 
ers, and/or legal difficulties. The first 
two failures took place in 1926, when 
Florida was headed for the last half of 
her boom-or-bust economy. The third 
was attempted in 1934. By that time 
the rest of the country had joined the 
Gator State in the sloughs of the depres- 
sion. 

Following that abortive effort, the track 
lay dormant under the southern sun. Oc- 
casionally the egrets and other waterfowl 
were disturbed by the putt-putt of automo- 
bile engines as racing gasoline buggies 
took over for a day or so. In the mean- 
time. the barns and moveable parts of 
the plant. including the railroad spur 
line. began to disappear into the maws 
of scrap dealers. 

Life returned to the Downs with the 
war. Close to 100.000 service men were 
stationed at the huge air bases in the 
Tampa Bay area. Part of the overflow 
was housed at the race track. The Army. 
taking over, chased the rattlers back into 


the swamps and used the backstretch sec- 
tion for jungle training. 

By 1946 the Army had moved on and 
a proposal to legalize racing of the equine 
sort in the county had been passed by 
popular vote. This measure was pushed 
through by C. C. Vega, a Tampa attorney 
and former secretary of the Florida State 
Racing Commission. Vega had acquired 
a taste for horse racing and a belief that 
the West Coast was ready for a revival 
of the sport. His close colleague in the 
promotional work was another local at- 
torney. W. Frank Hobbs, the present gen- 
eral manager of the plant. 


NEW ERA. The first meeting of the 
present era opened January 23, 1947, and 
continued for 50 days, through March 22. 
The attendance was disappointing and 
the mutuel handle fell below the manage- 
ment’s expectation and below the neces- 
sary minimum required to break even. 
However, purse distribution was main- 
tained at close to the promised level, and 
as the meeting progressed, the play 
picked up. Despite the loss of a sum 
reputed to be between $75,000 and $100,- 
000 the promoters assumed that the ice 
had been broken and the loss would be 
recouped the following year. 

On that presumption, a considerable 
sum was spent in advertising prior to 
the 1948 season, and the weakest link in 
the plant, the quality of stabling facilities, 
was strengthened. The second meeting 
was opened on a note of optimism that

There is nothing static in this business of breeding Thoroughbreds. New 
names constantly appear in the winners circle . . . new stallions appearing on 
the sire list.

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TOP RACES OF TOP HORSES, by Neil Newman 


Billy Kelly: A Winner at Two 
Under as much as 135 Pounds 


Billy Kelly was a dark bay gelding 
by Dick Welles-Glena, by Free Knight, 
foaled in 1916, and bred by Jerome B. 
Respess. He started in 69 races, won 39, 
was second in 15, third in seven, and 
unplaced in eight, earning $99,742. 

Presumably he was sold privately as 
a yearling as he began racing as the prop- 
erty of a Buffalo Turfman, W. F. Polson. 
Billy Kelly was named after Buffalo’s 
most prominent sports writer and was 
trained by the rotund Bill Perkins, a 
Negro. 

I saw nothing of Billy Kelly as a 2-year- 
old as I was about my “Uncle’s” busi- 
ness in France; but the records disclose 
that at two Billy Kelly started in 17 
races, won 14, was second in two, and 
unplaced in one, earning $33,783. 

Victorious in his first four starts he 
was unplaced in his fifth appearance 
under colors. It was at Douglas Park 
on June 8, 1918, in the Spring Trial 
Stakes. The race was won by the late O. 
A. Bianchi’s (Daggie Smith) Sennings 
Park, carrying 111 pounds. Billy Kelly 
carried 131 pounds and finished fifth. Jack 
McCabe rode the winner. R. Simpson, a 
left-handed Negro, rode Billy Kelly, 
which was coupled with Bill Perkins’ 
Henry Roberts. The entry was the favor- 
ite at 6-5. 

Billy Kelly was not beaten again until 
at Saratoga, when he carried 133 pounds 
and lost to Walter M. Jeffords’ Star 
Hampton (115), ridden by Eddie Am- 
brose and trained, I think, by “Little 
Mikey” Daly. His final defeat of the year 
was suffered at Laurel in the John R. 
McLean Cup. This was a match race with 
Jim McClelland’s Eternal, winner of the 
Hopeful and trained by Kimball Patter- 
son. Billy Kelly was ridden by Earl 
Sande and Eternal by Andy Schuttinger. 
To this day Schuttinger’s eyes gleam as 
he lives the race over again. Kelly was 
21% lengths back of Eternal entering the 
last quarter. He closed strongly but 
failed by a head. 

For Polson, Billy Kelly won the Bash- 
ford Manor Stakes, and then came to 
Saratoga, where he won the Flash Stakes, 
and the United States Hotel Stakes. Dun- 
boyne, later the winner of the Futurity, 
was second, carrying 130 pounds. 

After Billy Kelly was beaten in the 
Albany Handicap by Star Hampton he 
was sold to J. K. L. Ross and turned 
over to Guy Bedwell to train. For Ross 
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he won the Annapolis Handicap with 128 
pounds, and the Columbus Handicap for 
all ages with 109 pounds. In the latter, 
Leochares, 8-year-old (126) was second. 
The 5-year-old Bulse (111), was third. 
He also won the Eastern Shore with 135 
pounds and the Grab Bag with 135. In 
the latter race Sweep On, winner of the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes with 127 
pounds, was beaten into second place 
carrying 120. In addition, he won the San- 
ford Memorial with 130. Lion d’Or in re- 
ceipt of 15 pounds was second. 


VARMINTY. The fact that Billy Kelly 
was a 2-year-old of the highest class is 
proved by the records. Imagine the howl 
of anguish present-day owners and 
trainers would put up if J. B. Campbell 
allotted their 2-year-olds 135 pounds. 
Billy Kelly was not a prepossessing in- 
dividual. He was what Walter S. Vos- 
burgh would have described as the “var- 
minty type,” with a head like a mule. But 
he had the heart of a lion and was the 
idol of Maryland race-goers. 

At three, in 1919, Billy Kelly started 
in 19 races, won nine, was second in sey- 
en, third in two, unplaced in one, 
earned $26,563. I first saw him at Havre 
de Grace about the middle of April. I 
had just been discharged from the service 
and was on my way home from Quantico, 
Va., and had stopped off at Havre de 
Grace to see a few days of racing. Billy 
Kelly, under 116 pounds, won the Har- 
ford Handicap, 514 furlongs, beating 
Pickwick then five, 120 pounds, Charlie 
Leydecker and others. The field was rath- 
er ordinary. 

Then he went to Kentucky for the Derby 
and running through beaten horses fin- 
ished second to his stable companion, 
Sir Barton. The distance was a bit beyond 
his compass, and I do not recall seeing 
him run 114 miles again. He won three 
other stakes that year, the Philadelphia 
Handicap (122), the Pimlico Fall Serial 
Handicap No. 1 (127), and the Tobog- 
gan Handicap. This I thought was his 
only “big” race of the year. In the Tobog- 
gan, six furlongs, he carried 116 pounds 
and whipped a good field. Lucullite (127) 
was second and the 4-year-old Papp 
(114) was third. The time was excellent 
1:1044, the value small, $3.450. That 
year Lucullite was very good. He won 
the Mount Vernon Handicap with 127 
pounds, the Manhattan with 130 and the 
Aqueduct with 133. 


At four Billy Kelly was out 12 times, 
won six races, was second in four, third 
in two, earning $16,048. He was vic- 
torious in three stakes. First it was the 
Harford Handicap for the second year 
in suecession, under 127 pounds. Star 
Master (122) was second, and Midnight 
Sun (105) was third. Next, he won two 
of the Pimlico Serial Handicaps. He was 
at his best in the Pimlico Fall Serial 
Weight-for-Age No. 1, six furlongs. He 
whipped Motor Cop and Audacious, both 
good sprinters. 

In Race No. 2 of the series he was 
beaten by Mad Hatter, with Sir Barton 
third. The latter was pretty well shot by 
this time. The Pimlico Serial Weight- 
for-Age No. 3. however, I have always 
considered Billy Kelly’s best race. The 
distance was 114 miles and he was rid- 
den by Jimmie Butwell. He vanquished 
his stable companion Sir Barton and 


also Mad Hatter in 1:5135. Dr. Clark 
and Blazes completed the field. Billy 
Kelly ran down Mad Hatter shortly 


after entering the stretch and pulled out 
a 114-length victory. 

These three races were run after Man 
o War whipped Sir Barton in Canada, 
and Sir Barton appeared to be only the 
shadow of the horse he had been at 
Saratoga. 

Looking back, I think Billy Kelly was 
a bit unlucky the day Mad Hatter beat 
him in the second of the Pimlico Fall 
Serials. He was less than two lengths 
back of Mad Hatter and Sir Barton at the 
end of the first half-mile, when Ensor 
shot Mad Hatter out to a lead of four 
lengths in the next quarter. Kummer on 
Billy Kelly was caught napping. He was 
unable to make up this ground and was 
beaten a length in new track record time 
of 1:38. 

In 1921 at five Billy Kelly started in 
17 races, won nine, was second in two, 
unplaced in six, earning $20,448. His 
victories were scored in two streaks. He 
won his first six starts, then .was beaten 
three times, and followed this up by 
three wins. He then lost his last five 
starts. 

Billy Kelly was trained for his first 
victory of the year by Louis Tauber and 
thereafter by Henry McDaniel. Guy Bed- 
well and J. K. L. Ross had come to a 
parting of the ways by reason of the 
insistence of Guy Bedwell to ride Carroll 
Shilling, who had been suspended by the 
Jockey Club. Pimlico, operating in con- 
junction with The Jockey Club, refused 
to permit Shilling to ride and Ross, rath- 
er than force the issue, broke with Bed- 
well. But Ross never raced in New York 
to any extent thereafter. 

Billy Kelly on the opening day at Havre 
de Grace won the Harford Handicap for

There will be much more competition 
this vear than in 1948, as far as the best 
races are concerned. for the leader of the 
Free Handicap. Mignard, is not in the 
Derby or the Guineas. and a good num- 
ber of 3-year-olds may have a claim to 
both these races. With the meeting at 
Pisa now over. and three weeks of pre: 
liminary races already run in Rome. it 
is possible to indicate some of the horses 
who will be in the news in the next big 
events. 


Astolfina and Tenerani have been re- 
tired to the stud, so the only major older 
horse Federico Tesio will have in training 
is Trevisana. who is scheduled for a cou- 
ple of races in Milan in April. 

One of the contenders may be Eldorado.

Eldorado. however, was recently beaten 
by Anzoleto. a horse by Jesolo (Pilade).

The 6-year-old Grifone. by *Vezzano, is 
also back to the course, after a rest. and 
is apparently in good form. In case Trev- 
isana does not satisfy. Tesio has another 
4-year-old in Eudorus, a son of Bellini. 
The other best are Zloty (by Bozzetto). 
Ziani (by Zucearello), and the 5-year- 
old Zaratustra. winner of the Guineas 
in 1947. who has made a splendid re- 
covery and is back in top form. win- 
ning two good races in Rome recently. 
He has developed into a beautiful horse. 
and will certainly be hard to beat in the 
next events on distances from a mile to a 
mile and a quarter. 

The 3-year-olds. in the absence of Mig- 
nard. have many potential leaders. The 
Premio Pisa. traditionally a good race. 
was captured by Murghab, a colt who 
is already well ahead in condition. who 
beat the juvenile leader of the fillies. 
Meda (by Orsenigo). The latter. in 
turn, beat another good filly Chiarina 
‘by Areo). so that she is sharing the 
honours for the coming 1,000 Guineas 
with Elba (by Bozzetto).

was muted when the play fell below even 
the 1947 level. 


Rumors began to circulate that the 
track would not run out its dates, but 
drastic steps were taken to save the situa- 
tion. Purses were cut, then cut again, 
and the overhead was reduced substan- 
tially by slashes in pay and personnel. 
‘These steps, combined with good weather, 
finally resulted in a semi-successful meet- 
ing that ran out its complement of dates 
and showed a climb of about 5 per cent 
above the 1947 mutuel handle. Apparent- 
ly the financial backing was as sound as 
Vega and John Kane, the principal back- 
er, had promised it would be. 


In any case, encouraged by that rise, 
the management put even more money 
into its promotio ncampaign. New barns 
were built, and a lake beautified the for- 
merly stark infield. A great deal of cash 
was spent on a widespread advertising 
campaign, and 1949 was apparently to be 
a do-or-die year for Sunshine Park. The 
undecisive result has been noted earlier in 
this article. 


TOTE AND CAMERA. Lest the pub- 
lic and horsemen assume from any of the 
foregoing that Sunshine Park lacks in the 
modern refinements of the Turf, they have 
been misled. Equidistant approximately 
from Tampa, St. Petersburg, and Clear- 
water, the course lies on a good feeder 
road just off the main highway. The 
track proper is one mile in circumfer- 
ence, with marl-and-sand topsoil laid over 
an oyster shell base. 

The grandstand is small but adequate; 
the clubhouse is a pleasant place to spend 
an afternoon. Parking facilities cannot 
be faulted, and the same statement can 
be made about the administration build- 
ing, jockeys’ quarters, and the commod- 
ious paddock. The barns, however, still 
need improvements. The wagering is con- 
ducted with the aid of the totalisator, with 
its customary electrical odds board. The 
placing judges’ decisions are aided by the 
camera, and Starter Bill Schamerhorn 
sends his fields away from a Puett gate. 

Horsemen will be interested in living 
conditions. Unlike the East Coast, which 
fattens upon the transient breezing 
through for a short stay, the West Coast 
is comparatively inexpensive. Accomoda- 
tions are available in Tampa, St. Peters- 
burg, Clearwater, Oldsmar, Safety Harbor, 
and nearby beach settlements. The wea- 
ther has been pleasant for the past two 
winters, and Sundays found most of the

R. S. CLARK HORSES 


The following comments on the English 
stable of the American owner Robert 
Sterling Clark are from the Sportine 
Lire (London). The horses are trained 
by Harry Peacock, who won 55 races 
last year. 


The American owner-breeder, Mr. R. S. Clark 
is, as usual, strongly represented at the Richmond 
establishment having 17 horses. It was pleasing 
to find an old favourite, Whistling Wind, looking 
a picture. Surely one of the most handsome and 
honest, horses in training the six-year-old cannot 
fail to add to the nine successes he has gained 
since crossing the Atlantic to embark on his rac- 
ing career as a three-year-old. 


Out of Mr. Clark’s winner Galatea II, and by 
Derby winner Mahmoud, Sugar Bun is full of 
promise, especially as she proved she can “go” 
when winning twice in five attempts as a juve- 
nile, but I was not prepared for her making such 
remarkable physical development. 


All quality, she has lengthened, thickened, and 
let down, and really has made up into a beautiful 
filly. I feel sure she will prove among the best 
of her age, and sex in the North over a distance 
this term, and look forward to seeing her go some 
way towards proving that contention in the Thirsk 
Classic Trial Stakes. 


In addition to Sugar Bun, Mr. Clark has others 
promising to do well in their second season, name- 
ly Melisande II, bay filly by Bahram—Ancona; 
Shall Cross, dark bay or brown colt by Legend 
of France—Bonnie Brae; Smiling Water, dark 
bay or brown filly by Happy Argo—Kakapo; and 
Speeding Arrow, bay filly by Whirlaway—Be- 
sieged. The last named was trained by Joe Law- 
son last season. 


All are winners, and Shall Cross did particular- 
ly well, winning two of his five races. He came 
to hand late, and his wins were gained in nur- 
series, over seven furlongs and a mile. Having 
thickened and generally developed on the right 
lines, this colt will no doubt prove a very useful 
stayer. 


Of Mr. Clark’s two-year-olds, all save one were 
bred by him in U. S. A., the exception being 
Teco-Teco II, hy Nasrullah. An exceptionally level- 
topped youngster, this colt is well ribbed-up and 
very forward. Showing much quality, he is a 
rare good looker, and [I should think certain to 
be an early winner. 


His dam, River Princess (Windsor Lad) is half- 
sister to River Prince, and is also the dam of 
Miss Pine (Straight Deal), a winner as a_ two- 
year-old last season. 


Of the nine bred in the States, I was most at- 
tracted to Rockfellow’s son Rock and Rye, out 
of Marie Gallente. A very big, yet beautifully 


proportioned colt, he will require time, and is © 


unlikely to be seen at his best in his first season, 
although I anticipate him winning. A bay, Rock 
and Rye strikes me as just the type to become a 
high-class staying three-year-old. 


I also found a great deal to admire in Meli- 
sande’s half-brother Twister II, by Whirlaway— 
Ancona (U. S. A.). This colt should come to 
hand early, and appears certain to race. He is 


well developed, and built on strong lines. 

One to take my eye still more, however, was 
Hopestill, a grand chestnut colt by Mahmoud— 
Aoudaia (Town Guard). 


Yet another very promising colt is Skywayman, 
also chestnut. By Third Degree—Hyperion Comet, 
he is compact and well balanced, with a good, 
bold eye, strong neck and shoulders, and ample 
depth.

Stayer Finds Opportunity 


The good 4-year-old horse Guaraz, 
whose wins in 1948 had stamped him as 
one of the best stayers of Brazilian racing, 
had been running recently at Cidade Jar- 
dim apparently under his real form. 
However, distances of the stakes in which 
he was competing were from a mile up 
to 2 mile and a quarter, with the excep- 
tion of one mile-and-a-half-race. He was 
beaten in all these, although he ran cred- 
itably.

However, things hap- 
pened differently, the winner being Lord 
Manton, an improving horse, who beat 
Nocturno into second and Presagio into 
third, in the time of 2:3224. It was not, 
however, a true top-class field which com- 
peted for the race. Uruguayan racing, 
after the international summer season, is 


very bad in weight-for-age competition. 
The stars of the summer season were the 
Argentine horses Murano and Quetzal- 
coatl and the Argentine mare Nogoya. 
The only Uruguayan performer to run 
well against the invaders from Buenos 
Aires was the 3-year-old Montrachet. But 
Montrachet wasn’t in the Enrique Olivera 


Calamet field. 


GENERAL NEWS. Brazilian 
Jockey Club, of Rio de Janeiro, has been 
having trouble. The Board of Directors 
suspended the rights of Mrs. Inah de 
Moraes, a turf writer, owner of several 
horses, and a member of the Jockey Club 
(whose membership is of about 4,000), 
for her support of the crowd’s riots at 
Gavea on March 5. Mrs. de Moraes, 
however, went to the courts. Things are 
pretty dark now, especially for the press. 

The famous Argentine jockey Ireneo 
Leguisamo received two invitations last 
weke. One of them was from the Brazil- 
ian lucky man, Jose Buarque de Macedo, 
who asked him to come and ride his top 
mare Garbosa Bruleur in the coming 
Grande Premio Sao Paulo, at Cidade 
Jardim, since the Brazilian leading rider, 
Luiz Rigoni, changed for the horse Sara- 
van. The second invitation came from 
Bing Crosby, in order that Leguisamo 
might ride for him in the U. S. Appar- 
ently the second invitation has few chan- 
ces, while the one from Brazil maybe will 
be accepted. 

A curious argument arose recently be- 
tween the Brazilian Stud Book authorities 
and Mr. Isaias Kalil, of Porto Alegre, Rio 
Grande do Sul. The stud book authori- 
ties notified Mr. Kalil that his 3-year-old 
colt Astuto, leading juvenile of last year 
at the Moinhos de Vento track, would 
have his registration cancelled due to the 
lack of a formality when he was first 
registered. The situation had its hard 
face, of course, since the registration had 
been given in due time. However, later 
the things were straightened, when As 
tuto’s owner proved he had sent all papers 
when he had applied for registration. 
Astuto’s registration was maintained, and 
the colt is to be flown to Gavea within a 
couple of weeks for the Brazilian Derby

to the U. S. by. the club for a veterinary 
conference this year. Dr. Dupont has 
been one of the leading vets in Brazil 
for many years, and his studies on sleep 
ing sickness are regarded a fine scientifie 
work.

The aluminum sections are bolted to the 
top of the steel angle posts which sup- 
ported the wooden rail.
